Instead, the 
new rulers of China have 
deliberately forced forelgn- 
ers in their midst to 
Iitnguish at the loweat 
levela of destitution, 

This is no direct  critic- 
ism of injusntlee. In 
South Africa, Africans are 
found in their own home- 
land living destitute in 
shantytowns, The position 
of 10,000 European wie tots 
of racial prejucice in China 
iy certainly noe worse an 
necusntion than that! 


Not As Potent 
UT this at) lenst) these 


facta do establish; Com- 
muniam, the cult that is 
urged most atrongly by 
those who smart under 
racial prejudice in the 
West, has not in Com- 
muniam's own lands proved 
to be as potent n medicine 
ns it pretends. 
As much as South 
Chino stands accused of 
colour discrimination, And 
ag much os New York or 
London, Moscow, for all 
the bright horizons that sho 
offers to a —Communtst 
world’s “New Youth”, has 
her full share of “Teddy 
Boys” and hooligans. 


The Only Power 
HATEVER the theoreti- 
cians hold, and how- 

ever much they try to prove 
their theories, the real 
problems of the world arc 
not to be solved by political 
patterns and plans. Fast 
or West, the problema are 
very much the same. The 
individual may, under cer- 
thin systema, feel powerless. 
But in the end he {is the only 
power in the world. 

Hongkong will welcome 

China's latest outcasts with 
all the generosity and power 
at her disposal. Would that 
we had more obility to help 
them. Porhaps Dr Lindt’s 
concern will bring up again 
the long overdue mattor 0 
international funds — for 
Hongkong’n —_ international 
problom . . .
